TERMINUS IN 1912 


Two Exploratory Parties are Now En- 
gaged Making a Reconnaissance in 
Connection with Proposed Branch 
From Main Line to Vancouver— 


Construction Not to be Undertaken 
Until the Main Line is Compieted. 


Vancouver, B. C.—The Grand Trunk 
Pacific management expects to have 
the main line completed into Prince 
huprt in ivi2, or 1915 at tne latest, 
eaid C. M. Hays in an_ interview. 
‘The rapidity of construction hinges 
upon labor conditions, Which this year 
have been very uotavorabie. On the 
main Line aud prairie branches con- 
struction gangs are deficient (> the 
nuinber of live thousand men. 

‘lwo exploratory parties are now en- 
gaged making a reconnaissance in 
connection with the proposed branch 
from the main line to Vancouver. One 
party is working south from a point 
near Fort George. This would indi- 
cate that its starting point may be 
farther east than was originally pro- 


posed. The other party is working 
north from Lytton. ‘The determina- 
tion of the route into Vancouver, 


whether by way of the Lillooet coun- 
try, branching off from the Fraser 
above Clinton, or by way of Lytton, 
has been left for future consideration. 
Construction will not be undertaken 
until the main line is completed. No 
purchases of terminals or waterfront 
in Vancouver or vicinity have been or 
are contemplated at present. False 
Creek as a terminal is stid regarded 
with favor by the management. 

On the question of route, Mr. Hays 


said: “We will not undertake the 
building of a branch line into Van- 
couver, much as we would like to 


come south until we have finished the 
main line. At present we have in the 
field two parties engaged in muking a 
reconnaisance, preliminary to determ- 
ining the most advantageous route. 
One outfit is working south from a 
point in the vicinity of Fort George, 
the other being engaged in looking 
over the country extending north from 
Lytton at the junction of the Fraser 
and Thompson rivers, a point on the 
Canadian Paeifie reilway. This leaves 
the question of a route into Vancouver 
in abeyance. There is no hurry about 
the matter. We want ample time to 
study the whole question of produec- 
tive territory and low grades.”

ouired, It is not proposed to make 
the Saskatchewan navigable by the 
construction of a long stretch of canal. 
Locks will he built only where there 
are heavy falls of water. In stretches 
the depth of the water will be increas. 
ed by the construction of wing dams 
and dredging. 


C. P. R. Irrigation Company's Experi. 
ment Near Strathmore is a 
Great Success 


Calgary.—From the satisfaction ex- 
pressed by the twenty-five Englsn 
larmers whom the C. P. R. placea on 
the ready-made farms at Strathmore, 
even in the face of the present dry 
season and their determination to con- 
tinue to work the land there, it would 
seem that the venture has proved a 
success. The,C. P. R. regard it as 
such, and they have decided to try it 
elsewhere, in opening up similar land 
under like conditions at Sedgwick, 
Cairn Hill and Crossfield. 

Miss Currie Love, publicity agent of 
the C. P. R., returned to the city from 
Strathmore recently, and she brougat 
glowing accounts of the condition of 
the colony. 

If they had had a good year, so Mr. 
Hal Carlton, who is a sort of chair- 
man in the community, declared, they 
would have made $1,500 in cash on 
the crop. As it is, they have made 
enough on vegetables and poultry to 
tide them comfortably over until next 
year. The present year has taught 
them the value of irrigation, a system 
of which will be installed on their 
land in readiness for next year, At 
any rate, vegetebles had thriven re- 
markably well, such as potatoes, peas, 
bects, turnips, radishes, cabbages and 
cauliflowers. 

Mr. Carlton feels that it would be 
an advantage for them to continue 
diversified farming, rather than con- 
fine themselves simply to grain grow. 
ing. He is confident that if the exact 
conditions were known in’ England, 
there wouldn't be enovgh farms for 
those who would wish to come, 

The twenty-five have formed them- 
selves into a happy little community. 
Once each week they meet and discuss 
plans for the betterment of the colony. 
They have bought machinery on the 
co-operative plan, and have adopted 
the scheme of charging for teams or 
implements borrowed. They — are 
thinking, too, of establishing a school, 
as there are twenty children of school 
age and ten younger ones.

until the rains extinguish them.

It is done outside of school or work 
hours, and is designed to be so inter- 
esting that it will take the place of 
aimless play or harmful loafing. Gen. 
eral Baden-Powell is being taken at 
his word. The movement has general 
and popular support, and tradesmen 
and professional men are willingly do- 
ing their part by imparting to the 
boys a working knowledge of such 
parts of their business as will help 
them in qualifying as scouts and all- 
round handy men. 

General Baden-Powe'l is among the 
most popular of the military heroes of 
He is one of the men who 
have done things, a warrior of a dis- 
tinct type who has never been found 
by book precedent, and who has gone 
into the field and beaten Matabele and 
Boer at their own game. This master 
scout has outscouted the savages and 
the born plainsmen. His-achievement 
at Mafeking touched popular senti- 
ment as did possibly no other inci- 
Jent in the Boer War.

| IMMIGRATION RULE RELAXED 


Immigrants in Employment 
in Future Bring in Families 
Without Restriction 

Ottawa.—Superintendent of Immi- 
gration W. D. Scott has just returned 
from Europe, where for the last two 
months he has been looking into im- 
migration questions and particularly 
the complaints which have been made 
in Great Britain against the Canadian 
immigration regulation requiring all 
immigrants from the Motherland ex- 
cept agricultural workers, to have at 
least twenty-five dollars on reaching 
Canada to insure against becoming a 
publie charge. 

Mr. Scott says that as a result of 
his visit there will be a slight modi- 
fication of this regulation. This will 
be in respect to families of British 
immigrants who have established 
themselves in Canada. When such 
immigrants have employment their 
families even though assisted to reach 
Canada by one of the many British 
societies engaged in such work, will 
be allowed to enter Canada without 
showing that they  pos-ess money. 
This change has been decided upon 


May 


because it has been shown that. the 
present regulations tend to prevent 
an immigrant who has established 


himself in permanent employment in 
Canada from being joined by his wife 


and children. 
Some weeks ago the regulations 
were modified to relieve immigrants 


scoming to assured employment in 
Canada, such as railway construction. 

Mr. Scott says he is confident that 
the modifications will meet all the 
objections which have been made in 
Britain. 

The superintendent of immigration 
says he is confident that Canada will 
continue to draw from Britain a large 
voluine of the best class of immigra- 
tion in spite of the fact that Aus- 
tralia has opened a vigorous campaign 


for immigrants and will have to be 
reckoned with in future. Up to the 
present Canada has had the field 
pretty much to herself, 

Mr. Scott was the guest of Lord 
Strathcona for a week and says that 
the High Commissioner’s interest in 


Canadian affairs is as keen as ever,

C.P.R. DEPOT PRESENTS BUSIEST 
SCENE OF THE YEAR 


Thousands of Harvesters and Home- 
seekers are Passing Through Win- 
nipeg at the Present Time on Their 
Way to Saskatchewan and Alberta 
Points—Demand for Harvest Hands 
is far from Satisfied. 


Winnipeg.—The C. P. R. station res 
cently presented probably the most 
animated scene of te year, the en- 


closure and platforms being crowded 
from early morning until midnight 
With the arrival of No. 1 at 10-30 in 


the morning, one of the harvest regu- 


lar trains this year, the commotion 
started and there was never a halt 
ngr a breathing munute until the 
special train bearing harvesters and 
homeseekers pulied Gut just five min- 
utes before midnigot. The number 
of incoming and outyoing passengers 
on the regular trains was unusually

About 100 harvesters came on No, 1, 
At 3 o'clock a special train of home- 


seekers arrived from eastern Ontario 
points. There were close to 600 in the 
party and those who were at the sta- 
tion were free in their opinion that 
they were the best dressed and most 
prosperous looking lot of homeseekers 
that ever came west There was a 


large number of women and chitdren, 
indicating that many of the home- 
seekers intend remaining. The great- 
er number went west during the after- 
noon and evening to points in Sas- 
katechewan and Alberta, many taking 
the full worth of their tickets by going 


all the way to Edmonton.

A NEPIGON FUNERAL 


CRUDE ROMAN CATHOLIC CERE- 
MONY MARKS LAST SCENE. 


Body Is Taken by Canoe Across the 
Bay to the Tiny Cemetery Where 
the Relatives of the Deceased Fol- 
low as Best They May the Catholic 
Burial Service—Roof of Birch Bark 
Is Placed Over the Grave. 


The old man was dying. The Great 
White Plague had him in its grasp, 
taking another to make up its an 
nual toll from the rapidly-diminish- 
ing ranks of the Indian people. He 
lay at the far side of a bark tepee on 
a couch raised a foot from the 
ground. Under the couch were fist 
stones heated in the fire. Although 
it was July, a rabbit skin robe. the 
yarinest of all furs, was wranped 
about the emaciated figure. Over 
the coverlet the face showed sharnly, 
the features bearing the unmistak- 
able signs of death. Close to the 
sloping walls sat the squaws and the 
papooses, their heads bowed, their 
shawls closely drawn, silent, motion 
less, awaiting the end.

Text of the Lesson, Matt. xxi, 33-46. 
Memory Verses, 45, 46—Golden 
Text, Matt. xxi, 43—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


These parables of the last week of 
His ministry must have been, in His 
estimation, very important, closing, as 
they did, His final appeals to the na- 
tion. How much do they mean to us? 
That of the two sons is recorded only 
by Matthew. These of our lesson are 
found in Matthew, Mark and Luke. 
In the vineyard parable of the last 
chapter the topic was the laborers and 
their wages, but here it is the ill treat- 
ment of the servants and of the son 
himself by those who ought to have 
rendered the fruits to the  house- 
holder. How often the words come to 
us us we write these notes: ‘“‘He was 
in the world, and the world was made 
by Him, and the world knew Him not. 
He came unto His own and His own 
received Him not. But as many as re- 
ceived Him to them gave He the 
right to become the sons of God’’ 
(John i, 10-12). The world by its wis- 


dom knows not God (1 Co. i, 21). 
Israel, chosen and dealt with as no 
other nation, mocked the messengers 


of God and despised His words and 
misused His prophets until the wrath 
of the Lord arose against His people 
till there was no remedy (II Sam. vii, 
23; IL Chron. xxxvi, 16). How much 
worse will be the doom of those who 
at the end of this age know not God 
and obey not the gospel of our Lord 
Jesus Christ (II Thess. 1, 7-9). 

If you think of Isracl as the vine- 
yard of the lord (Isa. v, 1-7) consider 
how He could have done more for her 
than He did and endeavor to answer

Churchill Boldly Does What Many 


Have Tried to Do. 


Right Hon. Winston Churchill, the 
new knglisi Home Secretary, has, 
during the few months he hus been ia 
office, boidly done what many Eng- 
lish prison retormers have been vainly 
sudeavoriug to get done for years. 
This brilliant young politician has an- 
nounced a series of reforms in the 
British penitentiary system. It 1s said 
that Churchill will do more than miti- 
ga‘e the horrors ct solitary imprison: 
meut. He will introduce legislation 
devling with offenders between the 
ages of 16 and 21. lustead ot being 
sent to prison the youths who have 
not committed serious offenses will be 
subjected merely to some sort ot drill 
or physical instruction which will be 
both punitive and salutary. This re- 
form, it is believed, will save 5,000 
lads from prison every year. 

There will be changes in the treat 
meut of political offenders, including 
sufiragists. ‘hey will enjoy many 
privileges. Prisun clothes need not 
be worn. ‘There will be no compul- 
sory baths, nv search, no hair-cutting 
and no cell-cleaning. 

Free exercise with the right of con- 
versation will be permitted twice 
daily, also visits from triends, ana 
books not dealing with current events 
may be read. Lectures or concerts 
will be given tcur times a year in the 
convict prisons throughout the coun- 
try.

A report has reached London, from 
Johannesburg, South Africa, of the 
finding of another large diamond in 
the Premier mine.
